It was said tho 
maps and other evidence found on the 
suspect indicated plans for the attack 
had been layed with great thorough 
nc&s.

the president believes in a redistribu- 
tion of taxes rather than anv attempt 
to lowsr them.

ciently and as business propositions on a 
very small margin of profit and in many 
instances at a loss. Traction service has 
become a serious problem, and it is a ques- 
tion whether some municipalities may not 
in the relatively near future have to take 
over street railways if they desire street 
cars in order to relieve the owners of con- 
tinuing losses. 


Where service in any field of public 


utility operation is complained of and is 
below par it will generally be found that 
revenues are insufficient to meet expendi- 
tures, interest and overhead and have not 
only crippled facilities but prevented bet- 
terments. Public tltility bonds have prac- 
tically no market and funds for improve- 
ments or service are available only -where 
there is exceptional credit or exceptional 
conditions. 


These are facts which any impartial in- 


vestigator may readily substantiate. They 
are well known to the banking and com- 
mercial world. We mention them because 
they reflect a situation and because the 
public ought to take them into considera- 
tion in its attitude toward utility compa- 
nies. If the people want good gas. if they 
•want efficient lighting, if they want con- 
venient and satisfactory traction service 
they must expect to pay a price wliich will 
make them possible. A low price will 
inevitably bring poor products and poor 
service and eventually serious financial 
difficulties. 


"We do not profess to know anything 


about tie merits of the increases asked for 
by the Wisconsin Traction. Light, Heat 
and Power company, nor do we hold any 
brief for the company. We do. however, 
desire to see Appleton and surrounding 
territory served adequately by this com- 
pany, and we desire to see tbfe company 
operate its business profitably. The com- 
pany has not submitted a schedule of in- 
creased rates. It proposes simply to pre- 
sent its condition, financial and operating, 
to the railroad commission and ask it to 
fix rates which in the commission's judg- 
ment will permit it to conduct its affairs 
profitably. It says it is operating now at 
a. loss. 


The city has a right to challenge the 


representatives of the company and its pe- 
tition. Facts and figures will alone de- 
termine the commission's findings. Senti- 
ment for or against the company is not 
evidence and will have no bearing on the 
case. So far as sentiment goes, our own 
opinion is that the company is presenting 
a bona fide petition and will be able to 
sustain its application for higher rates. 
As to facts, there is only one way to ap- 
proach them and that i$ with an open 
mind. If the company is entitled to high- 
er rates it should hare them and undoabt- 
ly will be authorized to charge them. It 
is a matter for judicial determination. The 
rights of the public are safeguarded, or 
at any rate the opportunity to safeguard 
them is available.

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THE PUBLIC AND BUSINESS 


CONDITIONS 


There is an attitude of public mind 


which, sets up a sort of cause and'effect 
relationship between the federal govern- 
ment and the economic condition o£ the 
country. It is an arbitrary conception, 
unsound and often pernicious in its re- 
sults, yet it alvrays has had a considerable 
hold upon the American people. 
The 


politicians have fostered it because it 
has been useful to them as an asset of 
strength as well as an instrument of at- 
tack. 


Take the present situation for instance. 


One of the principal indictments of the 
Democratic party in the recent campaign 
was its lack of administrative ability. It 
was charged with being a wasteful, inef- 
ficient administration, and there was 
truth in the charge. Nevertheless the 
country was prosperous, abnormally so 
most of the time, all the while it was in 
power. 
The decision of the people to 


chancre to Kepublican administration was 
made long before the campaign opened— 
long before there was any indication of 
depressed business conditions. 


Public confidence in the Republican 


party as a business administrator has re- 
mained unshaken in all the years of its 
existence. Its policies are popularly sup- 
posed to produce prosperity quite regard- 
less of natural laws. The Democrats have 
been blamed for panics, and whether re- 
sponsible or not, the charge has not im- 
proved their business reputation. 


The country is about to change to Re- 


publican administration, but the prospect. 
has not improved the business outlook. 
The process of deflation is going forward 
and people are being hurt right and left. 
The important thing for the public to re- 
alize at this time is that neither politics 
nor the new administration can preserve 
prosperity on the one hand, and prevent 
depression or disaster on the other hand. 
The tendency in many directions to 
"stand pat" in business policies on the ' 
theory that when the Republican party 
goes into power next spring the pressure 
now widely prevalent will disappear and 
we shall promptly return to'*conditions as 
they were during the war and for the two 
years following can have only one effect. 
and that is to make bad matters worse. 


It is true that the country looks to ilr. 


Harding and a Republican congress to 
bring about pronounced retrenchment in 
federal expenditures, to relieve produc- 
tion and busine'ss of some of the taxation 
burdens which are weighing them down. 
to revive export trade, and we think they 
caa be depended upon to help in all these 
respects, bnt it is not true that they can 
prevent in the slightest degree the eco- 
nomic readjustment which is taking place 
and which must go through to its logical 
conclusion. 


The problem of renewed production is 


a business and economic problem pure and 
simple. Only those concerned with it can 
lead the way to the desired end. There 
is nothing fundamentally wrong with the 
country or with American prosperity. 
World conditions, as well as our own. 
are at bottom such as to insure great pros- 
perity for years to come. We are not 
going to have a panic, but^fven if it were 
possible it would be of short duration; 
or it T*ould be solely one of readjustment. 
Millions of human beings where there is 
under-production would still have to be 
fed and clothed, and provided with the 
essentials of living. Vast rehabilitation, 
reaching out to America for its materials, 
must yet take place. So we are not going 
to have panics or business disturbances of 
long duration. Let us dismiss the panic 
hobgoblin from our minds. Let us also 
dismiss from our minds the idea that de- 
flation can be had without losses. That 
is the only trouble with us today. We 
don't want to take our losses. 


The public is to blame partly. 
When 


it went out of the market it threatened to 
kill the goose that layed the golden egg. 
Many people are beginnig to see that buy- 
ing must go on if business is to continue. 
The consumer must buy if the merchant 
is to buy and if the factory is to operate. 
If prices went much lower wages would 
have to be cut, in fact are being cut al- 
ready. Prices cannot go below the cost of 
production unless the cost of production 
in in turn lowered and every such cycle 
rtieans loss, disturbance and further read- 
justment. Factories will operate and 
business will thrive only if there is de- 
mand and consumption. The readjust- 
ment now in progress must not be carried 
to extremes, if we arc to avoid disaster. 
The consumer must help to keep business 
going as welj. as the producer.

has no knowledge of the value of the'many varieties 
of fish available in different seasons of the year, be- 
cause she just ignores this important source of 
cheap food. 


Limiting fish day to "Friday means that fish men 


must make enough profit from sales for one day to 
pay their expenses for the whole week. Therefore, 
a demand for fish on other days would surely brins 
down tho price of fish- 
And if people will learn 


not to order fish out of season, cold-storage costs 
will be greatly diminished. 


A fourth objection sometimes offered against fish

sons you can find in a great city like 
this, who will tell you all about your 
abilities and possibilities, and the num- 
ber of different methods by which they 
will do it, is bewildering. 


The shape of your head, the bumps 


upon your skull,. the form of your 
features, the color of your hair and 
oyes, the lines in the palms of your 
hand, your handwriting, arc all made 
the bases of systems for the reading 
of your character. Likewise, you can 
be put through scientific tests and ex- 
aminations which will reveal the exact 
grade of your intelligence, your pow- 
ers of memory, concentration, percep- 
tion, invention and many othe'r things. 
Many of these systems of diagnosing 
tho human personality are practiced 
by quacks and charlatans, mingled with 
aJl sorts of superstition, but they are 
also cultivated by persona 'of real in- 
:elligenco and scientific attainment. 
They played a large part in choosing 
men for the army. The United States 
navy employed a handwriting expert 
as well as psychologists. And many 
ndustrial plants now use some system 
of testing the intelligence and study; 
ing tho. characters of prospective em- 
ployes. 


Theoretically, then, there' is no rea- 


son why you should be in any ignor- 
ance of your own potentialities—why 
rou should go about wondering what 
-ou are good for, or cherishing any 
llusions about what you can do. With 
all of these methods available, it 
hould be as easy to have your abil- 
ties analyzed as it is to have a case of 
measles diagnosed. And likewise, there 
is apparently no reason why you 
should not be ablo to choose your 
friends and employes with scientific 
precision, instead of blundering about 
it the way you do; for all of these 
methods are taught, and many of them 
arc taught by correspondence, and 
books have been written about all of 
them.

A j 
man with a high brow is apt to have i 
memory and taste for detail, and one' 
with a low, square brow is more apt 
to make a good salesman,

In fact, everything about a man is 


significant. There is no effect without 
a cause. Every move that a man 
makes, every line in his face, every 
inflection of his voice, the way he 
combs his hair and the way be dresses, 
the way he sits in a chair, and the 
way he walks are all tell-tale, if • only 
we could understand them.

Together. 


"Americanization of foreigners com- 


ing to this country is one of the great- 
est problems of the day and has not 
yet been solved." said Dr. Edwin A. 
Steiner in his lecture on Americaniza- 
tion or Alienization" before the Peo- 
ple's Forum at Lawrence 
Memorial 


Chapel Sunday night- 


Dr. Steiner said that 
in an Illi- 


nois town which he visited a short 
time ago he inquired of a lady what 
she had done to Americanize the for- 
eigners of her city and was informed 
that she had called at their homes and 
and had discussed the high cost of liv- 
ing and wages and had talked to the 
children and when she left they in- 
vited her to call agarn. A party wns 
being planned for them after which 
there was nothing further to do. Cer- 
tain persons have said that the for- 
eigners h5rd in colonies so that you 
can't get at them and there ought to 
be a law to scatter them. The speak- 
er inquired if Appleton wants them to 
scatter in this direction. 


1.200 Hear Lecture 


Pr. Steiner addressed an audience 


of 1.200 persons. His lecture was pre- 
ceded by a brief organ recital by Miss 
Doris Brenner and community singing 
led by Carl Waterman. Mrs. J. P. 
Frank rendered a vocal solo. Prayer 
was offered by Dr. Xaylor. Frank J. 
Harwood presided and caJled the at- 
tention of the audience to the privilege 
it had of asking the speaker questions 
at the conclusion of his lecture. Sev- 
eral persons availed themselves of this 
opportunity. 


"The damage -wrought by the war 


in the -way of wrecked homes and ca- 
thedrals and loss of human life was 
the greatest 
in history."

Steiner. "and created hatred and sus- 
picion so that we do not befieve one 
another. 
AVe have liv^d so long un- 


der propaganda that we always have 
to ask. "What does he represent? 
What does he want to do?' None of 
the things we expected the war would 
bring has come to us." 


Land of Promise 


Dr. Steiner said that immigrants do 


not look upon the United States as a 
foreign country in the way that Eng- 
land looks upon France or Italy, but 
as a land of freedom, where they can 
take up land and bettor their condi- 
tions. 
Acquiring property 
makes 


them more patriotic and willing to de- 
fend it. "Patriotism," said Dr. Stein- 
er. "rests upon love of country. Tou 
love your country better than any 
other country and you love the people 
in the country better than any other 
people because they are your people." 


In his new book, "People of Desti- 


ny," Sir Philip Gibbs tells of the mir- 
acles of the Stars and Stripes in mold- 
ing together a heterogenous mass of 
people from all nationalities, willing 
to defend their adopted ccjmtry when- 
ever called upon. The United States 
-was the only country in the world 
war that was able to carry conscrip- 
tion successfully. 
Other countries 


tried it but it only produced revolts. 
New York city was full of foreigners 
who took up arms as readily as th<? 
native born. 


Dr. Steinrr told of conditions that 


prevailed among the foreigners of a 
tenement district in New York city 
where he and Mrs. Steiner worked one 
summer. Three thousand people lived 
in one block and in one of the houses 
where they were living three hundred 
people were pressed together. 
Mrs. 


Steiner counted seven hundred people 
playing on the pavement at one time. 
Ten perrons lived in the two rooms 
across the hall from Dr. and 
Mrs. 


Steiner. The heads of the 
families 


earned $20 a week and were required 
to pay $38 per month rent. 


While in the state of Washington 


Dr. Steiner made a study of the I. 


. W.. a purely American organiza- 


tion- 
He found that practically all 


the members were a dispossessed class 
o€ people -who owned nothing and who 
were continually shifted from lumber 
camps to mines and from mines to 
harvest fields.

radicals which recently took place. He 
said that on the ..whole he thought 
that a foreigner who did not find this 
country to his liking Ought to return 
home to the old country. 
"No doubt 


there .were many people deported," he 
said, "that needed different treatment. 
A few of them were highly idealistic. 
On the whole deportation did more' 
harm "than it did good. Much injus- 
tice was done. An idea cannot be de- 
ported; it can only be cured by a bet- 
ter idea. Tou may put the lid down 
tight, but if the pot is boiling some- 
thing is going to happen."
